THE LATEST. 


Several new witncases were heard 
at the trial of Caleb Powers yesterday, 
one of them further strengthening the 
proof of a conspiracy to kill William 
Goebel. The most important was Isaac 
Hopkins. Deputy Sheriff and Deputy 
Assessor of Bell county, lie was one 
of the "mountain army." He was told 
by Wharton Golden that Goebel was to 
be killed next day. and by Youtsey that 
his omce depended upon Goebel's life, 
and that a man had been hired to do 
the killing and all was in readiness. 
Over a score of other witnesses were 
heard at yesterday's sessions and many 
of them gave material testimony. 

The officers of Rear Admiral Schley's 
flagship, the Brooklyn, occupied the at 
tentlon of the Court of Inquiry yester¬ 
day. Capt Cook. Lieut Commander 
Beers. Lieut Edward McCauley, who 
^was s'gna! officer of the Brooklyn;

Webster, who had charge of the for¬ 
ward gun deck battery of the Brooklyn 
during the battle of Santiago and was 
watch officer on that ship, gave testi¬ 
mony favorable to their commander. 


IN POWERS’ OFFICE 
WHEN SHOT WAS FIRED 

New and Important Witness Testi* 
ties Against Caleb Powers. 


The Chicago. Burlington and Quincy 
Hallway Company filed articles of In¬ 
corporation at Burlington. Ia., yester¬ 
day. with a capital stock of 1100.000.000. 
The papers permit the acquisition of 
the Burlington system and other rail¬ 
roads In eleven Western and Northwest¬ 
ern States. It Is believed this Is the 
first tangible move toward the consoli¬ 
dation of the Burlington. Northern Pa¬ 
cific and Great Northern Companies. 


About twenty shots were fired In the 
vicinity of Relnecke mines. In Hopkins 
county, last night by unknown per¬ 
sons. but no damage was done.

In the Kentucky Synod of the South¬ 
ern Presbyterian Church, which Is In 
session in Hopkinsville, encouraging re¬ 
ports were received yesterday regard¬ 
ing the mission work In the State. The 
report of the directors of the Louisville 
Theological Seminary gave In detail the 
steps leading to the recent consolida¬ 
tion. _ _ _ 

The Post-office Department has Is¬ 
sued a notice that rural free delivery 
will be established on the routes recom¬ 
mended by inspectors, or not at all.

HOPKINS, OF THE MOUNTAIN ARMY. 

Wharton Golden Told Him Goebel Was To 
Be Killed That Day, 

YOUTSEY SAID THE ASSASSIN WAS HIRED. 

Key To Rowers’ Office Was In Youtsey’s Possession, 
Though He First Received Wrong Key. 

SCORE OF OTHER WITNESSES I EARD. 


Georgetown. Ky.. Oct 16—[Special ] 
—Isaac Hopkins, Republican Deputy 
Sheriff and Deputy Assessor of Bell 
county, gave new and startling testi¬ 
mony In the trial of Caleb Powers to¬ 
day. 

Hopkins was In the mountain army, 
but had never before been Introduced 
as a witness In any of the Goebel cues. 
Hopkins swore that Wharton Golden 
told him not to leave Frankfort, for 
Goebel was to be kilted that day. He 
heard Henry E. Youtsey aay that his 
Job depended on Goebel's life, and that 
he and twenty-five other* had given 
"Dick" Combs 6100 each to do the kill¬ 
ing. Youtsey said he had "the keys to 
the office" and that everything was In 
readiness. 

On cross-examination Hopkins admit¬ 
ted having been Indicted for numerous 
crimes. However, he was appointed t6 
two offices In Bell county after the as¬ 
sassination of Goebel. He had never 
held office before, but he was Imme¬ 
diately given two places, both of which 
came from higher Republican office¬ 
holders.

How Hopkins Was Discovered. 


Barbourvllle company, told of the ef¬ 
forts of Caleb and John Powers to get 
them to take their companies to Frank¬ 
fort before Goebel was shot. John L. 
Powers said all the men should take 
guns, but should not wear their uni¬ 
forms. Caleb Powers told Hawn he had 
something to tell him about the con¬ 
test which he did not want any one to 
know. Hawn told him his sympathies 
were with the other side and he did not 
care to hear the'secret. The cartridges 
and uniforms were to be shipped In 
boxes, so no one would know what they 
contained. Both Captains refused to 
take their men to Frankfort. 

John A. Black, the Barbourvllle bank¬ 
er. testified that he advised against 
taking the mountain army to Frankfort 
and told Caleb and John Powers they 
were making a mistake. He declined 
to participate In a meeting between 
Caleb and John Powers. Wharton Gol¬ 
den, Charles Finley and others.

Arthur Goebel to-night told how he 
happened to find out what Hopkins 
knew. Mr. Goebel said that during the 
May term of the Federal Court at 
Covington several mountaineers told 
him that they had heard Hopkins say 
if he had not turned his head he could 
have seen Goebel fall. Mr. Goebel was 
told that Hopkins himself would arrive 
In Covington on a certain day as a wit¬ 
ness In the Federal Court. He found 
him at the depot. He walked 
up to Hopkins and tapped him on the 
shoulder. Instantly Mr. Goebel was 
surrounded by Hopkins' friends, one of 
whom was an officlalof Bell county, who 
wanted to know whAt he meant. He 
told Hopkins to go with him, and he 
took him to the law office of the laic 
Governor. Mr. Goebel locked the loors 
ana asked llopklns what he knew about 
the killing of his brother. He said. 

• Nothing." Mr. Goebel placed his 
dead brother's clothes before HoMkhis 
and told him to think a while and see 
If he w’auld not conclude to tell him 
what he knew about the tragedy. Mr. 
Goebel picked up a book and proceed¬ 
ed to read It. while hla mountain 
friend sat looking at the blood-stained 
clothing of the murdered man. Final¬ 
ly Hopkins said: "Weil. I do know 
something." 

"That's what I want to know,** re¬ 
plied Mr. Goebel. Hopkins then broke 
down and made a statement of his 
kr\pwledge of the CAse. and which he 

repeated under oath to-day.

Day of Rapid Progress.

BROOKLYN'S OFFICERS TESTIFY. 


Washington. Oct. 16.—The officers of 
Admiral Schl**y'ii flagship the Brooklyn, 
occupied the attention of the Schley 
Court of Inquiry for the entire day.

Sears' Denial. 


Commander Sears spoke again of the 
conversation reported as having taken 
place between himself and officers of 
the Massachusetts In the ward room of

TO TAKE OVER BURLINGTON. 


Burlington, Iowa, Oct. 16.—[Special.]— 
What Is believed to be the first tangible 
move in the Hill-Morgan deal for the 
consolidation of Northwestern roads 
was taken here to-day when articles of 
Incorporation for the Chicago. Burling¬ 
ton and Quincy Railway Company were 
filed In the County Auditor's office. The 
capital stock of the new company It one 
hundred million dollars and Its object, 
as set forth In the articles of Incorpora¬ 
tion. is to acquire the Burlington sys¬ 
tem and other roads and to maintain a 
railroad in the States of Illinois, Iowa.

tiago the fleet had been delayed by 
the smaller vessels, especially the 
ICagle, and but for these vessels bet¬ 
ter speed could have been made; that 
he had observed the bombardment of 
the Colon from the foretop of the 
Brooklyn ns she lay coaling several 
miles away and had noted that some 
of the shots from the American ships 
fell short, while one at least of the 
shots by the Spaniards fell outside 
the American vessels; that he had 
concluded from the engagement that 
the guns In the Spanish shore batter¬ 
ies were of caliber not exceeding six 
or eight Inches.

SHOOTING AT REINECKE. 


Washington. Oct 16 —[Special.]—Ow¬ 
ing to the friction existing between 
members of Congress and fourth-class 
Postmasters over the establishment of 
rural free delivery routes and the nec¬ 
essary discontinuance of small poat- 
offices. It has been decided by the de¬ 
partment *hat hereafter members will 
have to accept the route aa reported by 
the department or continue with the 
present mail facilities. It frequently 
occurs that members will file applica¬ 
tions for the establishment of rural 
free delivery service and when the de¬ 
partment inspectors report favorably, 
the member objects to discontinuing 
small post-offices which are rendered 
useless by the new service. Objection 
Is always made by the Postmaster, 
whose salary is generally less than 6100 
a year, and In turn the member com¬ 
plains to the department. 

It is stated at the department that 
several routes In the State of Ken¬ 
tucky are now held up and the people 
denied a modern service simply because 
there Is a controversy over small post- 
offices. Tho rule of the department 
will leave It with the member of Con¬ 
gress to say whether the fourth-class 
Postmasters or the several hundred ap¬ 
plicants for the service are to receive 
consideration.

About 12 o’clock 
last night fifteen or twenty shots were 
fired In the vicinity of the Relnecke 
mines. The firing was done by un¬ 
known persons, who fled immediately. 
Capt. Ellis and two members of his de¬ 
tachment, who were on duty at the 
mines, chased the miscreants several 
miles through the woods, but they man¬ 
aged to escape, Capt. EILU attributes 
the shooting last night to irresponsible 
persons, who wanted to create a little 
excitement, as none of the shots was 
directed at the mines.

URGED BY THE SPEAKER. 


Regards the Present As the Most 
Propitious Time For Charges 
Which Are Needed. 


GOOD TIMES EMPHASIZED. 


Milwaukee, Wla.. Oct. 16.—The prin¬ 
cipal event of the session of the Ameri¬ 
can Bankers’ Association to-day was an 
eddresi by Secretary of the Treasury 
Gag\ President Trowbridge opened to¬ 
day’s session by introducing the Rev. 
Charl -3 3. Lester, of Milwaukee, who 
delivered the prayer. The convention 
Immediately got down to business by 
receiving statements upon the call of 
States by bonkers from various sections 
of the country, who reported In flve- 
vnlnute speeches the general condition 
of business. 

• • • 

Business Satisfactory. 

The general trend of the statements 
showed that the business was in a thor¬ 
oughly satisfactory condition. Follow¬ 
ing the call of States came a discussion 
of practical Banking questions. 

A. B. Stikncy. president of the Chi¬ 
cago Great Western Railway Company, 


from rather than exposed to the per¬ 
turbations tn Government finances 
when the latter ar* under stress and 
strain.

The Secretary’s Views. 

I*j r s»t—I believe it to be most dealrablo 
that the demand liabilities of the Gov¬ 
ernment known as legal tender notes 

should be put in the way of retirement 
and cancellation. 

Second—1 believe-that this can be ac¬ 
complished without any burden of Interest 
cost to the public Treasury. 

Third—I bellove that our system of 
bank note circulation ran be anil ought 
to be so modified as to make It more re¬ 
sponsive to commercial and industrial re¬ 
quirements. without any increase of risk 
to the bill holder. 

Fourth—1 believe that beyond acting 
as a guardian and trustee for the people 
In relation to national banks, the Gov¬ 
ernment guaranty to bank note Issues 
should cease. 

Flfth—i believe that the public moneys 
In excess of a reasonable working bal¬ 
ance for dally use should be deposited tn 
national banks. That a simple and safe 
system of distribution of funds can bo 
devised 1 have no doubt. 

Sixth—1 believe that In periods of na¬ 
tional peace und prosperity the public 
revenue should be somewhat in excess of 
public expenditure, and that the surplus 
revenue should be applied to the reduc¬ 
tion of the public debt. 

After presenting some statistical facts 
showing the present strong and satis¬ 
factory condition of the national 
I finances. Mr. Gage, in conclusion, said: 

Looked «t from the standpoint of true 
statesmanship. It would appear that the 
present Is the most propitious hour In 
nil our history, and as favorable as any 
period we may hope for In the future, 
to enter upon reasonable and judicious 
measures to eliminate all elements of 
financial weakness which experience has 
brought to light, and to perfect our now 
faulty system of currency.

New Banking Laws Urged. 

Chairman Tracy, of the Committee on 
tUniform Laws, recommended an ap¬ 
propriation for the furtherance of the 
work In connection with securing an 
Improvement of the laws affecting 
banking interests. It was referred to 
the Executive Council. 

Myron T. Harrlck, of Cleveland, in¬ 
troduced the following resolution: 

Whereas, An association has* been 
formed, known as the McKinley Memori¬ 
al Association, for the purpose of erecting 
suitable memorial* in Canton ami Wash¬

This afternoon Secretary of the 
^Treasury Gage addressed the associa¬ 
tion. Mr. Gage expressed the opinion 
that "there Is too close an intimacy 
between the Government's finance and 
our commercial affairs," but he added 
that "It U a comfc^rt and satisfaction 
to note that at the present moment the 
* Injurious efTect of such intimacy ap¬ 
pears to be a minimum." The speaker 
uiged that the present Is a most pro¬ 
pitious time for enacting reasonable re¬ 
forms In the currency ami bunking 
laws.

A South American Idea. 


Mr. Gage repeated the substance of 
a conversation he had had with the 
Financial Minister of a South Ameri¬ 
can republic, whose Government en¬ 
couraged banking facilities by deposit¬ 
ing its surplus funds subject to call, 
with eight banks, ail of which have 
branches. These bank3 are permitted 
to Issue notes to circulate as money, 
limited, however, In amount by their 
relations to capital, and by the per¬ 
centage of specie which they are re¬ 
quired to carry against note issues. 
Asked why hio Government did n^t 
make the banks secure their notes by 
pledgLig Government bonds, thus en¬ 
larging the market for the Govern¬ 
ment securities, and lowering the rate 
of Interest on the public debt. th« 
South American replied that "this ap¬ 
parent advantage might prove falla¬ 
cious In the end. We eonslder the 
bonk currency entirely straight to the 
holder ne It now is and to require what 
you suggest would Involve a tie-up of 
so much of the bank capital, all of 
which we think ought to be available 
to the uses of Industry and trade We 
think general Industries and business 
affairs should be Involved to the small¬ 
est degre* possible with Government 
finances. It In doubly Important that 
general business should be protected 


When Secretary Gage had concluded 
the convention, by a rising vote, ex¬ 
tended thanks to the Secretary of the 
Treasury for his informal talk. An ad¬ 
journment was then taken until to-mor- 
rom. 

The resolution Introduced at yester¬ 
day’s session asking Congress to re-es¬ 
tablish the charters of 1.700 banks 
which will soon expire, was not re¬ 
ported back to-day by the Executive 
Council, owing to the fact that It waa 
mislaid. The Executive Council will re¬ 
port upon the matter later.

Trust Section Convenes. 


The trust section of the American 
Bankers' Association also convened to¬ 
day. Howard Green, of Milwaukee, 
welcomed the delegates, and William G. 
Mather, of Cleveland, chairman of the 
trust section, responded. Secretary 
James R. Branch’s report showed a 
balance on hand of $4,587 and a total 
membership or 348, an increase during 
the year of 60 per cent.

Mussollne. Who Killed Twelve Per¬ 
sons, Is Arrested After a 
Hard Fight. 


Rome, Oct. 16.—The notorious brigand 
Mussollne has been captured after a 
fierce resistance at Urblno. He had 
long terrorized Calabria, and Is credited 
with havlnq committed twenty-five 
murders. Owing to the sympathy shown 
him by the peasantry he had always 
escaped capture, despite the Immense 
reward the Government offered for his 
arrest. 

His career as an outlaw began two 
years ogo, when he was liberated from 
■what he considered an unjust Imprison¬ 
ment. He vowed to kill the fifteen wit¬ 
nesses who were responsible for his con¬ 
viction. and he is said to have actually 
dispatched twelve.

The custom at San¬ 
tiago was to He off from the port four 
or five tulles during the day.. The ves¬ 
sels steamed back and forth at night 
about the same dlstunce out.

Impression from this engagement that 
the shore batteries were stronger than 
they had been previously supposed to 
be.

DECIDED IN HIS FAVOR. 


Tennessee Man Obtain* Verdict 
Against State Controller, His 
Agent and Bondsmen. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 16.—[Special.]— 
A decree was entered In the Chancery 
Court to-day In the case of R. H. Rags¬ 
dale against James A. Harris, ct al.. 
giving Judgment against L. J. Harde¬ 
man. James A. Harris and the Fidelity 
and Deposit Company, of Maryland, for 
$412.50 and Interest, $86. This decree 
recites that In 189G Ragsdale was elect¬ 
ed trustee of Giles county and that the 
State taxes for 1887 were turned over 
to him. He collected some, hut a large 
amount was delinquent. After the de¬ 
linquent list was made out he retained 
the amount of $2,750 for collection him¬ 
self and gave the other to his deputies. 

On September 14. 1898, he was called 
upon by L. J. Hardeman, who repre¬ 
sented himself ns the revenue agenc of 
James A. Harris, State Controller, and 
this money, $2,750. was paid to him. 
This money was brought to Nashville 
and he or Harris retaJned $412.50 as a 
fee. paying the balance. $2,337.50, Into 
the treasury. The decree states that 
Ragsdale has settled with the county 
and he sues to recover this amount 
from Hardeman, Harris and the sure¬ 
ty on Harris’ official bond. The decree 
was rendered accordingly.

Culton came to the Agricultural build 
Ing and said he wanted fifteen men 
with side arms to go with him to the 
Executive building.

Orders Given By Youtsey. 


Sergeant John Ricketts, of the militia, 
told of Youtsey’s declaration that Goe¬ 
bel was to be killed and of John Pow¬ 
ers’ instructions to him at Barbourville, 
to keep the movements of the men a 
secret; to bring guns, but to conceal all 
uniforms. Just before Goebel was shot. 
Ricketts raid Youtsey came to him and 
asked for men to accompany him to the 
Executive building. They were to stand 
there in the building until "i. nan came 
down among them. Then they were to 
walk off with him.” 

Ricketts also told of a visit he paid 
to Caleb Powers In Jail. Powers said If 
he would leave the State and go to 
Tennessee he would not have to testify 
Powers told him he would get him a 
Job if he would go away.

Youtsey’s Rehearsal. 

Mr. McKenzie Todd, secretary to Tay¬ 
lor, was called. He told of the visits of 
Caleb Powers, Youtsey, Culton and oth¬ 
ers to Taylor’s office, and also de tilled 
Youtsey’s m range actions in Powers’ 
office. On Saturday prior to the shoot¬ 
ing. Youtsey knelt down on his knees In 
Powers' office and pointed a rifle barrel 
out of a window which was raised 
about six inches. The blind wan drawn 
down. Youtsey said he was Just getting 
ready to act when the shooting began. 
T'»cld said Powers came to him and 
asked him what was the matter with 
Youtsey; he had been acting strangely 
In his office. Powers called Youtsey In 
to his office niul closed the door. 

At this JunctTire court was adjourned 
until 7 o’clock.

Methodist Conferences Vote On the 
Question an<J the Contest Prom¬ 
ises To Be Close. 


Chicago, Oc\. 16.—The Northwestern 
Christian Advocate, the organ of the 
Methodists In the West, In to-day's Is¬ 
sue states that of the 119 conferences of 
the church 103 have voted on the new 
constitution adopted at the General 
Conference, held In Chicago last May.

Great Gains In Bank Deposits. 

Allurion lias frequently been made in 
these columns to the great prosperity of 
the banka In all parts of the country 
its an evidence of the general prosperity. 
The showing financial institutions hive 
made testifies strikingly both to the ac¬ 
cumulated wealth of the United States 
end to the mtlsfaetory outlook for the 
future. The same also Is true of nearly 
oil lines of legitimate trade. 

The Financier, a New York financial 
weekly, In Its current Issue, gives sta¬ 
tistics of the deposits In the bank**, both 
of the metropolis and of other cities, 
whose deposits exceed $3,000,000. The 
list runs up to 120 in number, and will 
be Increased when others are heard 
from. These Illustrate how the country 
has grown in surplus wealth during the 
last five years. Ten years ago a bank 
outside of New York or Chicago with 
Mich j deposit account was looked upon 
o- a financial phenomenon; now they 
are. us "common as chips around the 
woodpi! 0 .** to use a country phrase. 
Tlv y .ire scattered all over the United 
BmtrL A score or mor? are in the 
Ml?;*iislp?i valley, though the bulk of 
them are east of the Alleghany mount¬ 
ain^ The National City Bank of New 
York leads with nearly SlG6.000.600 In 
grow deposits, but ten years ago it had 
only $10,000,000. The First National Bank 
has nearly 190,000.000. and the National 
Bank of Commerce hao It,000,000 more. 
The First National Bank of Chicago 
hns $72,000,000, and has long stood third 
In deposits, but the Hanover and the 
Park Bank*?, of New York, are pushing 
U hard for the fourth place. The West¬ 
ern Bank and the Chase, also of New 
York, have about IGO.OOO.OOO each. The 
Bhawa.nt Bantt of Boston ha« $40,000.00fi, 
but thia Is largely due to the fact that 
It hAr? had th» benefit of the coruollda- 
tlon of fourteen smaller banks that 
were bought up and liquidated two 
years ago. The Western banks make 
comparatively the asm* showing. The 
Corn Exchange and th-.* Continental Na¬ 
tional of Chicago have each i36.000.000, 
and the National Bank of Commerce of 
Kansas City haa $33,000,000. The Na¬ 
tional Be.iik of Commerce of St. Ixmis 
has over $32,000,000, and the First Na¬ 
tional of Denver runs about $20,000,000. 
All th re and other Western cities have 
many banks that run from $5,000,000 up 
to $lf..000,000. 

These figures might be indefinitely ex¬ 
tend cd to show the wonderful gains 
mr-de by tho banks all over the Union, 
but It is not necessary. The point 
Is tha* the?? great accumulations 
d » not belong to the banks th 'mnelverf 
but to their depositors. The Immense 
sum.’ in Now York come largely front 
Interior banka, and yet the banks In the 
West and South are carrying for more 
money than they ever did before. Tho 
proportion*^ Increase with them is 


quite as large as it has been In New 

York. 

What a contrast to the conditions that 
prevailed In 1S36, and yet these condi¬ 
tions helped to make the jjeesent show¬ 
ing possible. People were cured of ex¬ 
travagance In the long period of de¬ 
pression from 1393 to 1897, and were 
cumulated to economy and to greater 
exertions of every sort. The result is 
to be seen In the Immense increase in 
surplus capital aa shown In nil the 
banks, a result not to be ascribed mere¬ 
ly to the good fortune and skillful man¬ 
agement of the banks themselves. 


the dread of the spread of polygamy 
can be brought to such a point ns to in¬ 
sure the suwe^ss of a constitutional 
amendment to prevent It. 


Against Polygamy. 

Vigorous efforts arc making to put 
through Congress and have submitted 
to the Legislatures of th* several States 
an amendment to the Federal Consti¬ 
tution forbidding polygamy. Many la¬ 
dles are actively Interesting themselves 
In promoting the submission of such 
an amendment. 

Polygamy does not prevail In any 
part of the United State® at present 
except In the Sulu Archipelago, and it 
remains to be seen whether that is a 
part of the country. If the Constitution 
should be extended to the Sultan of 
Jolo's dominions it would not put en 
end to polygamy, though It would pro¬ 
hibit the continuance of Its "twin relic.** 
slavery. But it 19 not of Sulu that the 
advocates of the polygamy oineudment 
are thinking, and It Is mentioned here 
as the only exception to the rule that 
plural marriages are not tolerated any¬ 
where In the United States. 

Why, then, the demand for an anti¬ 
polygamy amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion? As we understand the argument. 
It Is urged that the Mormon Church is 
Increasing very rapidly. Its members 
already control the new State of Utah 
and are very strong In Idaho, Wyoming. 
Colorado and other States and Terri¬ 
tories In the West. Tho missionaries 
of the sect go everywhere and are mak¬ 
ing many proselytes In all parts of the 
country, as well as tn foreign lands. 
The time may come when they will hold 
the balance of power In several States 
and will be able to obtain the enact¬ 
ment of laws legalizing polygamy. An 
anti-polygamy amendment providing 
that no State shall make or enforce any 
law legalizing plural marriages would 
prevent this. Tho time to put through 
such a measure Is now before the Mor¬ 
mon Church become strong enough to 
defeat It. 

To meet the objection that this Is an 
assault upon a religious sect, the advo¬ 
cates of the amendment refuse to treat 
Mormonism as a religion merely. It Is. 
they claim, a political rather more than 
a religious organization, and directs the 
political action of its members with a 
degree of subtlety which goes far to 
disguise its real objects. Under instruc¬ 
tions from central authority Its mem¬ 
bers divide their votes between the par¬ 
ties, but always contrive, when they 
hold the balance of power, to cast 
enough votes for the candidate whose 
success Is desired by the Mormon 
hierarchy. 

It Is true that the Mormons profess 
to have abandoned polygamy. The 
Constitution under which Utah was 
admitted Into the Union as a State for¬ 
bids polygamy, and It was stipulated 
that this provision should never be 
amended. Nevertheless, there are se¬ 
rious doubts whether Congress can 
limit the power of a State to amend Its 
Constitution. To assert that it can do 
this by the terms of admission is to say 
that tho States are not equal, but that 
they may have more or less power ac¬ 
cording to the will of Congress. Hence 
It is argued that when the time is 
deemed ripe the Mormons of Utah will 
take steps to re-establish polygamy 
unless prevented by a constitutional 
amendment. They have renounced po¬ 
lygamy only under pressure. They do 
not pretend that they do not think It 
a good thing. They were simply per¬ 
mitted to neglect the perform¬ 
ance of this duty as a less evil 
than the suffering of persecution which 
would retard the spread of other doc¬ 
trines of the Latter Day Saints. The 
logical outcome of this doctrine !s that 
as soon as plural marriages become 
again expedient they will be mad? 
obligatory on all who can afford them. 

Those who fear the spread of polyg¬ 
amy do not, perhaps, give sufficient 
consideration to the spirit of the oge* 
and to the lnfiuence of public opinion. 
While the Mormons were an Isolated 
sect, far removed from the remainder 
of the people, polygamy was easily 
maintained. It was greatly weakened 
as the "Gentile** population of Utah 
increased. After a hard fight the po¬ 
lygamists were finally beaten In the 
courts of the United Slates, while Utah 
was still a Territory. Increasing facil¬ 
ities for transportation and free 
mingling with the people of the country 
outside of Utah have necessarily weak¬ 
ened the ottochment of the masses of 
the Mormons for the peculiar institu¬ 
tion of polygamy. They cannot but 
perceive that It is contrary to the spirit 
of the age, that it affects their social 
standing and destroys th*dr political In¬ 
fluence. The new proselytes are 
brought In with the understanding that 
polygamy has been abandoned. Tims, 
Instead of getting stronger, the peculiar 
Institution of the Territory of Utah la, 
under statehood, necessarily growing 
weaker. 

An amendment to prohibit any State 
from passing a law to permit polygamy 
would not do ar.y harm. But it is »-x- 
tremely difficult to amend the Federal 
Constitution. Only four amendments 
were adopted during the Nineteenth 
century. The first of these, relating to 
the election of President, waft duo to 
the excitement resulting from the elec¬ 
tion by the House of Representatives 
In 1801 Tho other throe constituted 
the aettlernent of the main If.sui-s of tho 
Civil War. Thus It seems impossible to 
adopt an amendment except In caiu-b of 
great excitement and strong public 
feeling, under a sense of supposed 
necessity. It is improbable that 


Opportunities For Young Men. 

Young m°n who would like to better 
their position in the world and are 
willing to work should take encourage¬ 
ment from the recent speech of the 
Secretary of the Treasury before an 
audience of bank d u rks In Denver. Mr. 
Gage was discussing the matter of sal¬ 
aries and made the statement that if 
he could g*t twenty young men In Den¬ 
ver who were properly equipped for 
banking h** could find them places at 
$25,000 a year each. 

It Is not on record that any of these 
young men made himself known to Mr. 
Gage, but he had merely put into con¬ 
crete form the generalizations of thou¬ 
sands of philosophers who have for 
ages been showing what can be done 
by the determined. Emerson expressed 
it In only slightly different fashion 
when he said to young men that If 
they wanted anything they should taka 
It "and pay the price." Doubtless 
every one In the audience that heard 
Mr. Gage would have given ten years of 
his life to be able to satisfy the con¬ 
ditions he required, but he well knew 
that he did not then possess th* neces¬ 
sary qualifications. Moreover, there 
was probably not one of them that was 
wilting to buy success by the hard 
work that Is necessary. He would be 
willing to take off ten years of the 
duration of h«s life if he could be prop¬ 
erly equipped, but he would not spend 
ten years In tUe necessary study and 
work to win that equipment for him¬ 
self. 

And yet all that Mr. Gage sold was 
true. Witness ^he experience of one 
young man whom Mr. Gag* took for a 
confidential secretary at the beginning 
of hJs term in the Treasury. Mr. Frank 
A. Vnnderllp was quit* a young man. 
but he had the equipment necessary, 
and he was soon elevated from his 
clerkship to be an assistant secretary. 
A few months ago he resigned to enter 
the service of the greatest financial 
corporation of New York as Its Vice 
President. This bank was desirous of 
developing its foreign business and 
found in Mr. Vanderllp the man who 
seemed able to do it. This line of the 
banking business has grown enormou c - 
iy during the past fevr years, and as 
New York is rapidly becoming the 
headquarters of the world's haute 
finance the possibilities ahead of Mr. 
Vanderllp are practically unlimited. 
Mr. J. Plerpont Morgan foresaw this 
when, as a very young man. he en¬ 
gaged In foreign banking, in which he 
speedily built up name and fortune. 

The fact is, opportunities are Just as 
good for young men to make fortunes 
now as th*»y ever were. If they prefer 
to labor in the fields of science or 
scholarship the rewards are surer and 
i more satisfy ng. but It Is In the power 
of any man to achieve a moderate com¬ 
petence, and those who are willing to 
pay the price of self-denial may be¬ 
come rich In the same way as the elder 
Astor and Vanderbilt heaped up their 
colossal fortunes. The world Is grow¬ 
ing as rapidly now as It ever did, and 
the need of capable young men in all 
lines of business and the professions 
is as great as ever. This U the opin¬ 
ion of Mr. Carnegie, Mr. Schwab, Mr. 
Gage and other self-made men. Is it 
not wiser to accept their testimony 
than that of the whining socialist w'ho 
would hav? the State do for men what 
the Individual can do?

Such articles and doctrines 
have no proper place in this free coun¬ 
try. They stimulate the worst possible 
political ideas and passions, and car¬ 
ried to ttielr logical conclusion would 
destroy the Government. It was said 
by a distinguished Kngll.<h Judge In the 
celebrated Somerset slave case that 'no 
slaves can breathe the free ntr of En¬ 
gland.' it would bp well If the laws of 
this country were such that It could he 
said truthfully that no Anarchist could 
breathe the free air of America." If 
the offense was as stated by Judge 
HinsdaK and there is rio doubt of 
that, r year's Imprisonment Is a most 
inadequate punishment. 


The South Louisville Democratic Club 
has all along been known for Its readi¬ 
ness* for battle, and this was evidenced 
last night by the splendid turnout of Us 
members to llst’-n to Democratic speak¬ 
ers in Bruen's Hall, Third and Av^ry 
streets. 

Mr. James P. Edward?, legislative 
nominee In the Forty-eighth district,was 
the first speaker. After referring to the 
general local political conditions Mr. 
Edwards took up the legislative pha?e 
of the contest, and called attention 
first to the necessity of Louisville's be¬ 
ing represented by men who were re¬ 
sponsible to a party which Is composed 
of responsible men.

GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES 

WILL BE PROTECTED. 


President Roosevelt Opposed To the 
Assessments Levied For Polit¬ 
ical Purposes. 


Washington. Oct. 16.—^Special.]—The 
United States Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion's report written by Theodore Roose¬ 
velt, when a Civil Service Commissioner 
In 1JD5. contains several vigorous pas¬ 
sages on political assessments of Gov¬ 
ernment employes. Th? President, it Is 
said upon good authority, has not 
changed his views upon the subject in 
the slightest degree, anti h? will likely 
give full protection to subordinates wbo 
refuse to turn over n part of th*dr sal¬ 
aries. The following I? an extract from 
the eleventh annual report, written by 
Mr. Roosevelt: 


There can, of course, be no more offen¬ 
sive coercion than to make a public serv¬ 
ant who happens to bHong to one party 
contribute oqt of his salary for the suc¬ 
cess of the other party, yet this Is ex¬ 
actly what Is done by this species of 
blackmail, and It must necessarily be the 
result of allowing contr.button.H to tie «o- 
llclted from Government employes at ail 
The solicitation I# always urn b- l.y <om* 
person 5tand.ng high in ihe councils of 
the party to which the head of ihe offle* 
belongs. The men of the opposite party 
who are in the office f?el a little nervous 
about th*Ir positions anyhow. They know 
that the politicians of the party opposed 
to them grudge them their places and 
want to turn them out. and they know 
that In too many c.tKcs advantage will be 
taken of any slight fault or misstep on 
th*’ir part that can serve as an excuse to 
remove ihern. They «re therefore very 
anxious not to give offense, and they pay 
simply with the hope of escaping future 
trouble. This 1? done again and again tn 
all these offices. A law should undoubtedly 
be passed to prohibit the soliciting from 
Government employes at all. Moreover, I 
believe that postmasters, collectors of 
customs iind o»her publ'o officers should 
be required to post up in thej r offices be¬

Mont., July 6. securing: $43,000 In bank 
notes official* of the Great Northern 
Express Company say. has been serious, 
ty delayed by the announcement of the 
-capture at Nashville of Annie Rogers, 
alias Maude William* cupped to be 
connected with the gang. Before her 
arrest the Pinkerton agency and police 
officers had laid plans which seemed to 
assure a speedy capture of the robbers. 

President and General Manager El¬ 
liott. of the express company, raid to¬ 
day that no further news had been re¬ 
ceived at headquarters, and that he did 
not look for the Immediate arrest of 
the gang.

Why Delay Will Be Caused. 

•This woman, according to my ad¬ 
vices.’* said Mr. Elliott, ‘ was in com¬ 
munication with one of the robbers at 
New Orleans. When that man read the 
account of her capture in this morn¬ 
ing's papers he probably disappeared at 
once. If her arreaj had not been made 
public we would probably have secured 
him. and perhaps the rent of the men. 
The!r capture will probably come sooner 
or later, but It has been delayed. 

“The published account of the arrest 
of tho Rogers woman Is correct. She 
walked into the bank and asked to ex¬ 
change part of the stolen notes for 
wtlicm of larger denominations. She 
was. of course, arrested at once.” 

Mr. Elliott says that the express com¬ 
pany does not know how the bandits 
escaped from the mountains south of 
Wagner while pursued, nor what their 
movements since have been.

Fitzgibbons was one of the several 
officers natiemed on the stage at th* 
Auditorium last fall \vh n President 
Roosevelt, then Governor of New York 
and nominee for Vice President, was 
here tb apeak in the interest of the Re¬ 
publican national ticket. 

At the conclusion of his speech In¬ 
side the Auditorium the President 
stepped quickly frorff the stage into 
lh^ wings. He caught Patrolman Kitz- 
gibbons, who was standing near, by 
the arm and drew him along with him. 
Of course a large number of person*’ 
pressed after Mr. Roosevelt. As soon 
a# the President reached one of the 
small dressing rooms he slopped Fitz¬ 
gibbons at the door and said: “Sland 
here, officer, and don't let any one 
pass." i 

Those who were following were 
promptly stopped at the door by Fiu- 
gibbons and then turned back towards 
tho staor to hear the next speaker. 

The President took a hasty, nervous 
turn across the dressing room and 
back, und stopping a moment asked 
Fitzgibbons In his sharp, quick way: 

“How did R sound?*' 

“All right. Governor, all right." an¬ 
swered Fitzgibbons, smiling; “couldn’t 
have been better.’* 

It will be remembered that President 
Roosevelt’s voice was In a bad condi¬ 
tion when he was h'*re and he, no 
doubt, wished to learn hotv well he had 
been able to make hlmaclf heard by 
those about him. 

Fitzgibbons had given the President a 
frank criticism of his speech, viewed 
as an oratorical effort, and taking Into 
consideration the fact that ihe officer 
U a good Democrat his reply was a 
piece of subtle flatten* on his part. 

While the officer blocked the door he 
continued to look in Mr. Roosevelt's 
direction. The President took another 
turn or two about the room and then 
walking to the table picked up a heavy 
*Hver water pitcher, and tilting It up, 
drank for fully half a minute from the 
mouth. 


•Now.** he said to Fitzgibbons. “I 
am ready to go to the plutform outside 
and I want you to tak-- rm through.” 

The officer caught the President by 
the arm a»ul. both being powerful men, 
they worked their way through the 
tightly wedged crowd like a couple of 
football players. 

On their way to the platform Fitz¬ 
gibbons a^ked, “Well. Governor, what 
do you think of Kentucky?’’ 

“This was the place where they told 
me in New York I would he assassin¬ 
ated. “ he answered smilingly, and then 
added: “KentnekianH are all right.” 

When the President finished his out- 
of-doors speech lie called Fitzgibbons 
to him as he descended from the plat¬ 
form. 

*T want you to accompany me to the 
depot," he said. 

“1 don’t know whether I can do It or 
not.’* replied Fitzgibbons. *TU have to 
ask my Captain." 

After the President had boarded his 
private trolley car Fitzgibbons went to 
(’apt. Schneider, who had charge of 
the police arrangements for the speak¬ 
ing. and asked for the permission de¬ 
sired. 

rapt. Schneider was unable to give 
him leave because the speaking was 
not yet over and hr w*as short of men. 

Fitzgibbons returned to Mr. Roose¬ 
velt. 

“I am very sorry. Governor, but I 
cannot go.” he said. "My Captain 
won't let me off." 

“By all means obey your Captain, 
that's the light thing to do.** answered 
the President. “Goodbye," and he held 
out hla hand. 

Before that Fitzgibbons had often 
heard of the Roosevelt grip with which 
the strenuous soldier-statesman made 
fo many people Jump when he shook 
hands with them. Now it so happens 
that Fitzgibbons himself Is noted for 
the extraordinary power of his hand 
grip. Among the many powerful men 
on the police force hi* grip ls generally 
conceded to be the strongest of them 
all. 

So. ivhen Mr. Roosevelt put out hi* 
hand. It flashed through Fitzgibbons* 
mind, “Now I’ve got a man to grip 
with me. I’ll Jun see if I can’t beat 
him to It." 

Their hands dosed together and In 
answer to the President’s strong grasp 
Fitzgibbons gave a squeeze which 
would have brought the blood from 
many men’s finger*. 

T;i:‘ .vmlle oil the President’s face 
never changed, but he drew* bis arm up 
rather suddenly as he exclaimed: "My 
goodness, officer, but you’ve got a good 
grip!**

Mr It. O. Parmer, of the Canadian rac¬ 
ing circuit, a member of the firm of Par¬ 
mer & Hendrle. of Buffalo, arrived In the 
city yesterday at noon from Nashville. 
He was conveyed ait once to Mr. J. J. 
Douglas* farm, out on the Shelbyvllle plk»\ 
and the deal closed in an hour. Mr. 
Parmer was accompanied by hU lawyer, 
Mr. Aaron Kohn. and It required only a 
few minutes to draw up the lease, tho 
main details having been agreed on over 
the long-distance telephone Tuesday night, 
!Mr. Parmer talking from Nashville to Mr. 
Douglas at the latter’s farm. 

While Mr. Parmer Is a member of the 
American Turf Congress and the meeting 
w.ll he conducted under the auspices of 
that body, he declares the Turf Congress 
people are not fostering the Venture and 
have nothing to do with it except in a 
friendly way. He nays there Is room In 
Louisville for two racing associations, and 
his opinion seems to be shared by four 
Louisville capitalists, who. Mr. Parmer 
says, have associated themselves wLth him.

Mr. Parmer left for Nashville at 9 
o'clock last night.

• I want to make It plain at the start 
that 1 am not here to tight the New 
Louisville Jockey Club. I think Mr. W. 
E. Applegate, who owns nearly ull the 
i/oulavilte Jockey Club stock. Is one of 
the finest men on the turf In the West. 
He Is an astute man. and Is bound to 
realise, as we do. that there Is room

President Hutin, of the French Com¬ 
pany, Arrives To Confer With 
Isthmian Commission. 


Washington, Oct. 16.—Maurice Hutin, 
the president of the Bojril of Directors 
of the Panama Canal Company, who ar¬ 
rived In New York yesterday, reached 
Washington to-day. This afternoon he 
puid a social and informal call on Rear 
Admiral Walker, chairman of the Unit¬ 
ed States Isthmian Canal Commission, 
and to-morrow. It Is said, he will pay a 
business call on the Rear Admiral for 
the purpose of bringing forward the 
question of the disposition of the Pan¬ 
ama Canal Company’s Interest In that 
partly-constructed waterway. 

The Isthmian Canal Commission has 
endeavored to obtain a positive und 
definite statement of exactly what the 
Panama company would accept for It* 
right*, and Mr. Hu tin’s return 
France this summer was for the pur$>0*e 
of obtaining Information on that point. 
It is understood that he now has a 
proposition to make to the United States 
commission, but along what lines it is 
impossible to ascertain, as Mr. Hutin 
decline* to be interviewed regarding It 
before acquainting the commission 
with the results of his mission. Mr. 
Jules Bocnfve, the Chancellor of the 
French embassy, came over on the 
steamer with Mr. Hutin, and reached 
Washington to-day.

KILLED BY SOLDIERS. 


Bread Riots Occur In Towns of East¬ 
ern Russia During ( Which Munici¬ 
pal Buildings Are Stormed. 


London. Oct. 17.—The Lemberg papers 
report bread riots at Taraskova, East¬ 
ern Russia, says the Vienna corre¬ 
spondent of the Dully Mall. In Sumura 
the starving peasants stormed the mu¬ 
nicipal buildings and the residences of 
wealthy persons, setting fire to some. 
Troops were summoned and fourteen 
peasants were killed.

The fifth annual meeting of the asso¬ 
ciation uas attended by the largest 
number of delegates ever present at one 
of its meetings. Senator Pettua, Con¬ 
gressmen Bankhead, Richardson, Tay¬ 
lor and Clayton, of Alabama; E. S.

Moon, of Tennessee, were all present, 
and each made an address pledging hu§ 
support and Influence for the granting 
by Congfreas of the appropriation. 

Congressman Bankhead, ns a member 
of the Rivers and Harbor* Committee, 
advised the association to ask for a 
single apicoprlatlon, to be expanded at 
one place, Colbert Shoal*, os this would 
do the river the greatest good, and 
Congress would be more likely to favoi- 
ably consider the requeat. 

The following officers were elected: 
Judge Thomas R. Roulhac. of Sheffield, 
pr^ldent; Gen. J. T. Wilder, of Knox¬ 
ville, vice president; John A. Patton, of 
Chattanooga, secretary and treasurer.

BADLY MANGLED 

BODY FOUND ON TRACKS.

NO TRUST CONTEMPLATED. 


Will Be Known As the Federal Chem¬ 
ical ConSpany, Chartered In 
Delaware. 


GEORGE BRADEN PRESIDENT. 


The consolidation of interests among 
the Globe Fertilizer Company and the 
Fox Chemical Company, of Louisville, 
and the Tennessee Phosphate Company, 
of Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., owned by Louis¬ 
ville capitalists, has been accomplish¬ 
ed as foreshadowed by the Courier- 
Journal a few days ago. 

The new’ company will be known as 
the Federal Chemical Company and Is 
chartered under the laws of Dtdaware 
with capitalization of $3,000,000. 

The incorporators are: J. M. Ather¬ 


ton, George Braden. John J. Harbison, 
John L. Helm, J. B. Speed. C. E. Clag- 
gett. Charles T. Ballard, Samuel A. 
Culbertson. Oscar Fenley, Attllla Cox, 
J. D. Stewart. 

The stock Is all taken in IxmlrvUle. 
Mr. George Braden will be the presi¬ 
dent; Mr. J. D. Stewart, vice president 
and treasurer, and Mr. John T. Welch, 
secretary’. 

The three separate companies at In¬ 
terest will preserve their individual or¬ 
ganization. The general offices of all 
the companies will remain in Louisville. 

Asked yesterday If the purpose of the 
Federal Chemical Company was to 
form an additional trust In the fertilizer 
business, Mr. Braden stated that it was 
not; that the two fertilizer companies 
in the new organization had large in¬ 
terest*. which seemed imperiled by the 
practical centering of the phosphate 
mining business In the hands of their 


competitors in the fertilizer business, 
and that it seemed wise for the fertiliz¬ 
er companies he represented to be pro¬ 
vided with an assured supply of raw 
material for acid phosphate. 

“The Tennessee Phosphate Company 
had a large output of domestic rock as 
a result of selection for their export 
trade,” said Mr. Braden. “If the fertil¬ 
izer business were centered In the hands 
of people who dominated the phosphate 
rock market, this domestic grade of 
rock would probably not bring Its value. 
Therefore, it seemed to the Tennessee 
Phosphate Company a wise thing to 
turn this rock Into the finished product 
known as acid phosphate, for w’hich 
there Is a largely increasing demand. 
ThJs would give them the profit on both 
rocK and finished product Acid phos¬ 
phate, you will understand, Is the base 
of finished or complete fertilizers. 

“No. there Is practically no difference 
in the export and domestic grades of 
rock from the Mt. Pleasant district In 
Tennessee except In mere trade preju¬ 
dice. 

“All phosphate rock contains oxide 
of Iron and alumina to some exitent. 
When It is In excess It rouses reversion 
of some of the phosphoric acid In the 
acid phosphate to a form soluble In cit¬ 
rate acid only.

“So far from the idea of being a trust 
are we th:*t It Is our intention to build 
a number of add phosphate ptar.ts, and 
our customer* for their output will be 
fertilizer companies that are Indepen¬ 
dent of any large corporation or so- 
called trusts. This move of ours will 
make the monopoly of the fertilizer 
business In this country an imposslbll-

NEGRO WITH A PARDON. 


Jfaglxtrate Adams Refuses To Allow 
Names To Stand Unless Owners 
Besoond To Call. 


TWO DEMOCRATS IDENTIFIED 


The purging of the registration hooks 
began In earnest yesterday afternoon 
before Magistrate John M. Adams, with 
the Democrato acting as prosecutors. 
The Republicans will have their first 
turn at this morntng’s session and the 
Democrats will renew their fight In the 
afternoon, and this will be the regular 
order of procedure. 

The Democrats succeeded In having 
four names stricken from the books 
and four marked doubtful. One of the 
chief points attacked, as an overly pro¬ 
lific source from which negroes regis¬ 
ter, was the World's Fair—G25^ Ninth 
street.

"Harrodsburg." 

“Have you ever visited Frankfort?" 

“I was sent there once." 

"Who sent you?" 

"I went to the penitentiary." 

"Ever pardoned?" 

"I got a paper In my pocket to show." 

And Bridges took from his Inner 
pocket a much-stained envelope con¬ 
taining a paper which proved to be a 
pardon with full restitution to civil 
rights, signed by former Gov. W. O. 
Bradley. Bridges' name was kept on 
the books. 

J. J. Jackson, colored, 831 West Mad¬ 
ison street, and F. W. Thomas, color¬ 
ed. $05 Ninth street, were then called.

The United German Bond Company 
filed articles of assignment yesterday 
wdth James W. Hughes as assignee.

SHOT THE RAPIDS. 


MK. BUCKNER SAW MAN TRI¬ 
UMPH OVER NIAGARA’S 
WHIRLPOOL. 


Returns From the Rainbow City With 
a Thrilling Account of a Thrill¬ 
ing Scene. 


Mr. James F. Buckner, superinten¬ 
dent of the Board of Trade, has return¬ 
ed from Buffalo, where he and Mrs. 
Buckner spent ten days pleasantly. 
They saw the Pan-American Exposi¬ 
tion from ”oend to eend” and were 
lucky enough to get a view-point In the 
crowd numbering several hundred thou¬ 
sand that saw Schiller shoot the whirl¬ 
pool rapids below Niagara Falls. Mr. 
Buckner tells a thrilling story of the 
daring feat. He says every spectator 
supposed he was looking at a case of 
deliberate suicide. The man used a 
boat about twenty feet long, built by 
himself, which was propelled by a lit¬ 
tle gas engine. Just as he entered the 
taplds he waved a flag and I disappeared 
Into the hull of the vessel, closing the 
opening at the same moment. Then the 
frail boat struck the first whirl. Around 
and around it flew at a death-killing 
pace, now* above water and then far 
beneath. Half way over It rose to the 
top of the churning mass, and snap! 
the smokestack was torn from Its base 
as If only a parlor match In strength. 
Quick as a flash the opening made by 
the accident had been closed, the man 
having prepared for every emergency. 
Finally the boat cleared the rapids and 
settled in the eddy, where fishermen 
.lumped In. The boat was towed to shore, 
the hatchway broken In and there lay 
the foolhardy man—alive. He extri¬ 
cated himself from the leather braces 
which held him In place In the queer 
little craft and stepped out on terra 
Anno. The crowd recovered from Its 
astonishment and yelled Itself hoarse. 

Mr. Buckner says the exposition Is 
all that Is claimed for It and that the 
half could not be told about the elec¬ 
trical display.
